They speak its opportunities for performance and the reaction 
the public. The composer longer self-conscious about his work, 
nor does feel that looked upon queer duck, something 
tolerated fashionable patrons. has sunk his roots deep 
into the American soil and knows that must close the 
things that matter much other contemporary artists. 
anxious awaken the other artists. anxious 
awaken the feeling for native music and therefore seeking the 
largest audience can find.” 


The two fields which offer the American composer the widest scope 
for his work, Copland claims, are the radio and the phonograph 
recording. The listener can dial music, without having previ- 
ously heard the name the composer, and unless likes it, will 
shut off.

Mr. Copland finds the one- 
performance patronage, often given new work the larger 
symphonies, disappointing. must played oftener before final 
decision its merit can made.

All this she carved and etched into the stone and into the wood 
powerfully that all her life she has been singled out for 
The horrible truth the starving, broken poor shrieks from every 
line her work. Kathe was dangerous. She told the story 

1898 she was awarded gold medal for her great cycle, “The 
Weavers.” but William vetoed that award. Again, 1906, her poster 
for the Industries Exposition was suppressed the Kaiserin. Again 
Kathe Kollwitz was speaking too sharply, too insistently, too dan- 

Her great humanity was torn the hungry eyes chil- 

dren, the faces ite mothers with food their sick 
and tired bodies for their babies. and the men, desperate and angry 
and helpless life breaking itself against the stone. During ihe 
first World War she again tried speak the people the only 
way she knew, and she watched them the young off 
destruction and death.

The first actor was probably cave-man who managed 
subdue his fellow apartment-dwellers long enough make them 
listen his recital how threw the sabre-tooth tiger two falls 
out three and dialogue was invented the day the first actor heard 
another member the tribe say “Let play the lion.” The art 
acting was probaiy born the day the actor-hunter found was 
upstaged the actor-tiger. 

long there are actors, there will theater. Because 
long there are actors, can assume that proud parents, avun- 
cular admirer two, and least three enemies the actor will 
come hopeful anticipation. There will numerous individuals 
unable resist the blandishments advertising and the usual com- 
plement people who would, though they lack the necessary cour- 
age, like act themselves—in other words, audience. 

However, even actor himself would the first recognize 
the fact that actor not prime requisite community.

THE CRY FOR CENSORSHIP old 
the cinema itself. Ever since that historic kiss 
bestowed certain Miss May Irwin 
John Rice 1896, has been the onus 
the film industry. This first outburst pas- 
sion ever registered the screen was 
one-reeler entitled “The Widow Jones,” pro- 
duced Edison Kinetograph. occasioned 
tumultuous reactions. “Such things (meaning 
the kiss) call for police interference,” wrote 
one the first cinema critics, Herbert 
Jones. 

Thus, seemingly, was the motion picture 
born with congenital stigma. those early 
days, almost one cared for dissenting 
opinion optimism and confidence the 
young industry. Then, now, intellectual 
snobbery looked down its long nose the 
flickering shadows the screen, and turned 
its attention elsewhere. 

Unchampioned, therefore, the helpless film 
was made convenient scapegoat for the evil 
all times. 1907 the Chicago Tribune 
was already bewailing the diabolic effects 
the “Flickerscope” that citadel right- 
eousness. 

The few who did arise with courage and 
foresight enough defend the swaddling 
cinema did little good. They were engulfed 
the horde rabble-rousers who blamed 
the movies for every evil under the sun. The 
most unfair charges were supposedly justified 
“protect-thy-neighbor” attitude. 

The industry’s struggle against such one- 
sided criticism has been long and bitter. 
wonder that film- producers 
headed now their day power, and little 
cynical. They make bones about their 
business. Hollywood, they will tell you frank- 
ly, interested just one thing. That 
profit. 

Given freedom choice, Hollywood does 
not prefer the misuse motion pictures. 
not particularly interested either crime 
the bedroom. concerned with box- 
office. What the public wants, and willing 
pay for, gives them. The audience alone 
determines the type and standard the films. 

not true that Hollywood ignorant 
the facts sociology. With its material 
ideals, simply forced disregard them. 
Hollywood makes claims its 
brothers’ keeper. wants money. 

For Coney Island concessionaires take 
such mawkish stand perhaps all right. But 
men whose products are weekly absorbed 

230,000,000 people should have arrived 
higher spiritual elevation. 


Over this vast audience the power motion 
pictures has been both over and under em- 
phasized. When Clark Gable can, inci- 
dently revealing film that wore 
undershirt, affect the sale this product 
that manufacturers have request this scene’s 
being cut from the picture, know that cine- 
matic influence not thing trifled 

the other hand, contribu- 
tion juvenile delinquency—the fetish 
destructive cinematic critics—seems greatly 
exaggerated. careful investigation em- 
inent sociologists attaches only negligible 
percentage youthful crimes any motion 
picture whatever. 

News from its very nature must distort the 
true balance facts. Those who commit 
crimes admittedly inspired motion pictures 
are news—ironically, because their rarity. 
The millions whose morals remain unaffected 
seeing the same films have news value. 
They are too common. 

Unfortunately, was the journalistic bias, 
and not the balanced truth, that produced our 
censorships. “Correct standards life, sub- 
ject only the requirements drama and 
entertainment, shall presented,” says the 
Hays Office. 

What mockery! Not the wildest stretch 
imagination could the 
claim mirror the “correct standards 
American life.” sense the face 
America, any other continent all. 
smiling, alluring, terrifying mask 
made Hollywood’s beauty parlor. But 
has the approval the censors; what 
the public wants. 

Thus, refusal take the blame 
for the quality its pictures easily under- 
standable. Films based American history 
have proved more less failures. With 
spurious, maudlin love-themes Abraham can- 
not compete upon the screen. 

Serious shorts have been refused exhib- 
itors being “no interest the public.” 
Even intellectuals label the most artistic bio- 
graphical films “old stuff,” never realizing 
that the eternal truth any great man’s life 
new today ever was, ever will be.

All 
economic, material, technical, and living problems are definitely 
dated and solved accordingly. 

Economic proble include, besides modern methods financi 
the property, its relation the district, vicinity, its accessibility 
roads highways. 

Material and technical problems include, besides modern standards 
construction, service connections, such electricity, gas, water, 
and disposals, the restrictions planning and building ordinances. 

Living problems include, besides traditional room developments, 
requirements for motor cars, cooking and heating devices, telephone, 
radio, bathroom built-in equipme nt, all which have 
precedents. 

Architectural efforts, particularly home building, have taken, 
and are taking, natural and slowly progressing curve. So-called 
two-by-four construction, with various surface treatments, holding 
its own, From the standpoint building cost, earthquake resistance, 
and pliability shaping plan and elevation into almost any form, 
has maintained this type construction for most home buildings. 
Progressive standardized equipment, for kitchen, bathrooms, illumi- 
nation, utilities, constantly introduced and accepted. 

Our houses are keeping pace with public demand equal other 
successful merchandised products. They are, fact, true examples 
our present-day civilization and culture. So-called “modern de- 
signs,” whether good bad, are being used the same standards 
commercial possibilities flat roofs, corner windows, iron pipe 

rails have become “style” unrelated the true problems 
architecture the adaptation traditional forms and decoration. 

Architectural design, the feeling for mass and space, balance 
economic, structural, incorporate different 
possibilities little considered. 

The so-called “California ranch house” has adopted most the 
apartment house living restrictions. just another “living room, 
dining room, bedroom and bath” laid out lot with few fruit 
trees, chicken pens and outdoor barbecue. And though not 
apartment, far from being ranch. stage setting for 
actors, believing themselves part the set. 

The California “hacienda” the last century represented 
“lot” and the visitaderos mount their motor cars for call their 
neighboring ranchos the next block for game ping pong. 

This sounds like sarcasm. truth. however, our way 
making the best what got. not Spanish, Nor- 
mandy, Chateau type, Monterey Modern; fact, almost anything 
except what sets out piece ground, built upon for the 
comfort and convenience modern Americ ans.

ours Papa, Mama, and the babies, our dog, our car, radio, tele- 
phone, place play cards games, fire for ourselves and 
friends, well-ventilated bedrooms, illuminated the way need 
the light.
